Johnstown, Pa., Feb. 23—Ten per- 


sons are missing, half a dozen others 
are believed to be fatally injuaed and 
over a score were seriously injured as 
a result of the wrecking of the Penn- 
sylvania's 18 hour west bound flyer, 
at Mineral Point, east of here at an 
early hour this morning. Either 
spreading rails or a broken truck on 
the tender caused the disaster. 


Five heavy Pullman cars, a com- 


bination car, an observation car and 
three sleepers left 
the tracks 
and, 


crashed down into the 
Conemaugh 


river 125 feet below. . The train was 
running 60 miles an hour. A heavy 
coating of ice prevented 
the cars 


from their being hurled out into a

railroad officials. 


The wrecked train left New York 


at 3:55 yesterday afternoon. As soon 
as the first news of the wreck was re- 
ceived here a special train bearing a. 
wrecking car, physicians and under- 
takers was rushed to the rescue. The 
confusion at the scene was almost in- 
describable and owing to the unset- 
tled nature of the 
immediate 
sur- 


rounding country, there was no place 
to which the injured could be taken. 
The news of the "wreck spread as it 
by magic in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, however, and by daylight hun- 
dreds had flocked to the scene, and 
most of the injured had been cared 
for. 


It was not until day break however 


that the count could be taken and the 
fact learned that ten 
persons were 


still missing. The latest details from 
Mineral Point indicate that scarcely a 
person on the wrecked train escaped 
injury in some form. 
The first re- 


port that 
ten persons 
had 
gone 


through the ice over the Conemauga 
river is now generally discredited. It 
is believed the missing left the scene 
of the disaster amidst the confusion 
and will be reported rater.

THE CAUSE IX DOUBT. 


Up to this time no cause for the 


disaster had 
been assisted 
by the 


Pennsylvania railroad 
officials, who 


are observing their usual silence. One 
theory is that the accident was caus- 
ed by a bi okeii ti uck on the tender, 
'but railroad men generally attribute 
it to the "Carnegie steel tie." 


The accident occurred on a strip 


of track supplied with 
this tie and 


thp theory is that the extreme cold 
raused them to become brittle and 
snap under the tension caused by he 
high speed of the 
heavy Pullman 


train. 


Postmaster Busse of Chicago, who

THE WRECKED TRAItf. 


The Pennsylvania 
established its 


IS hour train to and from Chicago 
in June, 1905, and had been running 
two a day since. 
The average rate 


for the whole journey is 52 miles an 
hour, but the 
speed 
necessary to 


maintain this average often reaches 
60 to 70 miles an hour. 


The wrecked train is the one which 


recently made a long distance record 
by leaving Harrisburg two hours lat 
and getting into Chicago two minutes 
ahoad of schedule time, covering 717 
miles in 741 minutes, including stops 
and a run through 
a mountainous 


territory. 


DETECTIVE'S STORY 


OP THE ACCIDENT 


Pitfsburg, Feb 23—Shortly before 


C o'clock this morning the St. Louis 
special arrived at the Union 
depot, 


having on board most of those who 
had been in the wrecked Pennsylva- 
nia railroad train. In talking of th4 
matter, Detective Lally said: 


"The sight at the depot when the 


train arrived 
was a most 
unusual 


one. When the wreck occurred near- 
ly ?11 of the passengers on the lim- 
ited were in bed or partly undressed. 
They did not waste any time in col- 
lecting their clothes or possessions 
but got out 
of the cars with 
the 


greatest possible speed. Few, if any, 
of those who came in this morning, 
had escaped and the injuries of some 
appeared to be, serious. 
Some of the 


injured were taken to the Allegheny 
General Hospital 
the ambulance of 


which had been waiting the arrival of 
the train. When tney emerged from 
the train they 
presented 
an odd 


sight, bandaged as they were perhaps 
about the head or about the face or 
hand or arm. 
The railroad company 


had detailed employes to wait up^n 
the passengers who had been in the 
wreck. 
Those who desired it were 


supplied with food, drink and clotn- 
ing sufficient to enable them to com- 
plere their journey in comfort. Most

Jerome May Occupy Two More Days 


in Crosv, Examination—Defense 


May Have Surprise. 


New York, Feb. 23. — According to 


reports current here Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw Is to receive $300,000 
for baring her secrets to the world 
Soon after the tragedy. It is said, the 
girl had said she Intended to sail at 
once 
for 
Europe and spend many 


months in the seclusion of southern 
France. Realizing there was no chanca 
to save Harry's life without her testi- 
mony, the Thaw family made her the 
offer of $000,000. Evelyn Thaw con- 
sented to remain and the money will 
be settled upon her as soon as the 
trial is done. Mrs. William Thaw, it 
is said, is personally responsible for 
the agreement 


Principals in the trial spent the day 


in rest, each one apparently relishing 
the respite from the scenes which 
marked the week's proceedings. By 
the time the hearing is resumed Mon- 
day, it is expected that Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw will have entirely recov- 
ered her composure and be prepared 
again to take her place in the witness 
chair. Thursday it was said the young 
woman was on tbe verge of illness, 
and that a cup of broth had been her 
only sustenance for two days. 
She 


•was so weakened as the result of her 
day's experience that she retired im- 
mediately upon reaching" her apart- 
ments. The only reason which took 
her from her bed was the call she bad 
promised to make upon her husband 
in ttie Tombs prison. 


There had been reports to thfe effect 


that Thaw was himself in bad phys- 
ical condition, but when he appeared 
to 
a.etfllPfid orat~w 


was feeling exceptionally well and 
was enjoying his usual 
vigorous 


health. As Thaw rushed into the con- 
ference room he clasped his wife in 
his arms, saying, "My dear, brave lit- 
tle wife." The two talked together 
for a long -while, and then Attorney 
O'Reilly was called into conference. 
Mrs, 
Thaw was pale and worn, but 


when approached by newspaper men 
smiled and tried to appear cheerful. 
In reply to questions she said she was 
"feeling pretty well." 


District Attorney Jerome will keep 


Mrs. Thaw on the stand at least a day 
and a half more, and may even stretch 
his 
searching 
cross - examination 


through twice that length of time. It 
will depend upon how Mrs. Thaw feels 
at the end of this period as to wheth- 
er or not Thaw's counsel will go 
ahead with their re-direct examination 
of her. Mr. Delmas has been making 
copious notes during Mr. Jerome's 
questioning of the witness, and he "will 
likely endeavor to place a different 
light 
upon 
some of the incidents 


which have been disclosed. With the 
cross-examination only half completed 
and with the re direct and re-cross 
examinations in view, there seems no 
way to approximate the number of 
days in the witness chair Mrs. Thaw 
has before her. 
If she is much fa- 


tigued at the end of Mr. Jerome's first 
cross-examination she may be releas- 
ed for a time, subject to recall. In 
view of the fact, however, that the de- 
fendant's counsel forced the district 
attorney to proceed with the cross- 
examination against his will, he will 
very likely insist in return that they 
shall also conclude with the witness 
before she is excused from the stand. 


Mrs Thaw on direct examination 


identified 42 letters as being in the 
handwriting of Stanford White. The 
letters were not written to her, but 
to another girl. Mr. Delmas evidently 
is holding these letters for introduc- 
tion during the re-direct examination, 
and evidently hopes to have them ad- 
mitted as offsetting something Mr 
Jerome was expected to bring out on 
cross-examination. Xo intimation has 
been given as to what the letters con- 
tain or to whom they were written. 
They may constitute a new element 
of surprise which is yet to be injected 
into a case which has already been 
so prolific of astounding incidents.

mination of Prince Henry of the Neth- 
erlands, the pilnce consort, the heroic 
Dutch llfeboatmen have rescued alive 
11 persons from the wrtck of the 
iteamer 
Berlin. 
The 
lifeboatmen 


were rewarded after more than 30 
hours of hard and dangerous work. 
Driven back time after time, the stur- 
dy Dutchmen refused to relax their 
attempts to rescue the handful 
of 


shipwrecked persons, and finally the 
receding tide and some Improvement 
in the weather having made the condi- 
tions easier, their long fight was 
crowned with success 


Although several of the rescued 


were in the last stages of exhaustion, 
they now are on the road to recovery, 
and some of them have been able to 
tell the story of their awful experi- 
ences. Two women and a child are 
still on board the wreck, but it is 
feared that they are dying. Nothing 
daunted, however, the brave Dutch- 
men are preparing to make further 
desperate efforts to rescue these un- 
fortunates. 


The wreck of the Berlin is resting 


on the remains of the British steamer 
Leeds, which was lost in 1882. 


It now appears- certain that after 


the catastrophe there were many more 
than 15 persons remaining on the 
wreck, and 'that most o'f them were 
washed ofl^'by the waves.

At. first it will be 
Honduras and Salvador against Nica- 
ragua, but from information which, w» 
have obtained we know that Guate- 
mala will be the ally of Nicaragua.

At the meeting of the Bar Associa- 


ion held on Friday Judge Charles H. 
<ibler, who has been intimately ac- 
quainted with Judge Hunter ever 
since he was a young man, and who 
knew 
him as not other man knew 
paid the 
following tribute to 


lis memory : 


At the time Judge Hunter was 


elected to the Common Pleas judge*' 
ship, there may 
have been 
some 


doubt that his experience, particular- 
ly- in the civil practice, fitted him for 
.he position. But the people made no 
mistake in electing him. He pro- 


ressed rapidly and readily, and 
it 


was not long until he exhibited quali- 
ties as a judge, which removed all 
doubts of his fitness for the position. 


I think that the 
very first civil 


case which confronted him was one 
with as many points of 
difficulty, 


nicety and complications as any case 


can recall. It was the case of Up- 
on against the Newark Coal com- 
pany, a case for damages for eject- 
ing the plaintiff from the coal under- 
lying lands. Judge Buckingham and 
Mr. J. B. Jones 
represented 
the 


plaintiff and Judge' Gibson Atherton 
and myself represented the defend- 
ant. There were no errors in the rul- 
ings of the young judge. There was 
an appalling verdict tgainst the de- 
fendant. 
This verdict was substan- 


tially reduced on the motion for a 
new trial. 
I mentjon 
this 
case to 


show how the new judge conducted 
it, and how brilliantly and success- 
fully he brought out his latent pow- 
ers and learning. 


Though I was hit hard in the re- 


sult, I could but admire his readings, 
and ability. And so it was during his 
whole incumbency as judge. 


He was fair and impartial and 'so 


onducted his high office that he left 
it with the respect of the bar and 
without a taint of any description 
whatever. He was a just judge. 


His career as a lawyer in active 


practice is 
well known to you. He 


took high rank among us. As a rule, 
the case was of importance; no labor 
or research was omitted in prepara- 
tion for trial. He was armed cap a 
pie. 
If you imagined he might be 


caught napping he 
was found wide 


awake and resourceful. 


He had frailties, as who has not. 


I am not one to drag them from their 
dread abode. His merits and frail- 
ties alike in trembling hope, reposfc 


the bosom of his Father and 


his God. His merits were man}', his 
faults were few, and on the surface 
only. 
Let the remembrance of his 


virtue only remain with us. 


May I have your permission to add 


a word, suggested by the death of 
Judge Hunter, one personal to ray- 
self? 


It is sad to see one's contemporar- 


ies passing away, and particularly so 
as they are fewer and fewer as each 
yea:- buds. 
It is not cheerful to be 


the last leaf upon the tree. And 
am tempred 
to repeat what Is ex- 


prc'-sed so well by the poet:
